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Fortier  Puts  September  1 1  in  Perspective

Selwyn  House  Middle  School  and  Senior  boys  were 
privileged  recently  to  hear  an  analysis  of  the  September 
1 1  terrorist  attacks  in  the  United  States  from  one  of 
Canada's  most  distinguished  legal  authorities  on  arbitration 
of  international  disputes. 

Mr.  Yves  Fortier  served  as  Canada's  ambassador  to  the 
United  Nations  from  mid- 1988  until  early  1992.  He  has 
also  represented  Canada  in  arbitrations  over  boundary  and 
fishing  disputes  against  the  US  and  France,  as  well  as 
arbitrating  similar  disputes  among  Middle  Eastern 
countries.  Domestically,  he  represented  Canada  in  the  1998 
Supreme  Court  Reference  on  Quebec  Sovereignty,  and 
represented  Quebec  in  negotiations  with  the  Cree  Indians. 

At  the  UN,  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Security 
Council  in  1989,  and  Vice-President  of  the  45th  General 
Assembly  in  1990. 

Speaking  to  a  special  assembly  at  Selwyn  House  on 
September  21,  Mr.  Fortier  said  that,  while  at  the  UN,  "My 
pride  in  being  Canadian  increased  manyfold."  Since  the 
days  of  former  Prime  Minister  Lester  B.  Pearson,  he  said, 
"Canada  has  an  extraordinary  reputation  in  the  world." 

Mr.  Fortier  said  that  the  questions  about  who 
perpetrated  the  attacks  on  New  York  and  Washington  D.C., 
and  why,  remained  unanswered.  "What  is  the  evidence?"  he 
asked.  "I  have  not  yet  seen  the  proof 

"There  are  facile  answers"  to  these  questions,  he  said, 
"but  there  are  no  easy  answers. 

"This  was  not  an  act  of  war,"  he  insisted, 
notwithstanding  the  rhetoric  that  has  emerged  in  the  wake 
of  the  incident.  For  this  reason,  Mr.  Fortier  said,  the  UN 
must    lend    legitimacy    to    any   action    against    perceived

terrorist  countries  by  the  US  and  its  allies.  He  described  the 
heavy-handed  security  measures  undertaken  after  the 
incident  as  "too  much  too  late." 

Addressing  the  question  of  motive  for  the  September  1 1 
attacks,  Mr.  Fortier  said  he  felt  that  "too  much  has  been 
said. ..of  the  role  religion  may  have  played  in  driving  these 
people. 

"There  is  no  religion  that  teaches  people  to  do  what  was 
done  on  September  11." 

Nothing — not  even  extreme  poverty — can  justify  such 
heinous  acts,  he  insisted. 

"Terrorism,"  he  said,  "is  a  frame  of  mind."  Canada  will 
have  a  major  role  to  play  in  restoring  peace  to  the  world, 
Mr.  Fortier  predicted. 

"We  should  all  search  for  ways  to  make  the  world  a 
better  place,"  he  told  the  Selwyn  House  students.  He 
advised  them  to  "Carry  on  with  your  lives,  your  studies, 
your  games.  The  terrorists  will  win  if  you  refuse  to  get  on 
with  your  lives.  They  must  not  win." 

Despite  the  global  disruption  caused  by  the  September 
1 1  incidents,  "Our  environment  is  safer  today  than  it  ever 
has  been,"  he  assured. 

Before  he  spoke,  Mr.  Fortier  was  introduced  by  Prefect 
Alex  Bussandri.  Following  his  talk,  the  guest  speaker 
received  a  token  of  the  School's  appreciation  from  his  three 
grandsons  who  attend  Selwyn  House:  Gregory  Sheppard, 
Jack  MacCulloch,  and  William  MacCuUoch.

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Biliteracy  Programme  'Tlips''  to  Early  Grades

In  September  of  this  year,  Selw\'n 
House  School  launched  phase  one  of 
its  new  Biliteracy  Programme  in  the 
Elementary  School.  Under  this  new 
curriculum,  the  emphasis  on  instruction 
in  French  is  switched  from  the  upper 
elementary  grades  to  the  lower  ones. 

As  a  result  of  this  changeover, 
students  in  Grades  1  and  2  have  seen  a 
dramatic  increase  in  the  amount  of  time 
they  spend  learning  in  French. 
Approximately  70  per  cent  of  all  their 
academic  subjects  are  taught  in  French, 
up  from  33  per  cent  under  the  previous 
plan.  Kindergarten  continues  as  a  full- 
immersion  level,  as  before. 

At  the  same  time,  the  French  content 
in  Grades  5  and  6  has  been  reduced  to 
approximately  35  percent,  down  from 
about  60  per  cent.

participation  of  the  learner.  The  proper 
accent  is  acquired  with  ease  in  early 
childhood.  With  a  high  degree  of  fluency 
and  a  rich  vocabulary,  writing  skills  will 
also  develop  quickly. 

The  English  language  arts  course  at 
these  levels  will  focus  on  the  sounds  of 
language.  Through  puppetry,  poetry, 
traditional  tales  and  fine  children's 
literature,  the  students  will  tune  their 
ears  to  the  delights  of  the  English 
language.  Once  the  students  are 
competent  in  their  French  reading  skills, 
the  formal  English  reading  programme 
will  be  introduced. 

In  Band  B  (Grades  3  and  4)  and 
Band  C  (Grades  5  and  6),  an  equal 
amount  of  instructional  time  is  allocated 
to  both  the  English  and  French  language 
arts    programme.    The    goal    of    the 


We  have  traveled  far  over  the  last  20  years  to  arrive  at  a 
programme  that  not  only  develops  oral  skills,  but  that  now 
produces  students  who  are  both  bilingual  and  biliterate. 
Twenty  years  ago,  we  began  our  journey  with  La  Sixieme, 
adding  La  Cinqieme  in  1993,  followed  by  La  Maternelle  in 
1994.  Along  the  way,  we  enhanced  the  overall  French 
Programme  by  teaching  science  and  music  in  French  in 
Grades  1-4.  Three  years,  ago  we  made  a  dramatic 
improvement  by  increasing  the  amount  of  time  given  to 
French  language  instruction  in  Grades  1  and  2.  Students 
would  spend  an  equal  amount  of  time  in  English  language 
arts  and  French  language  arts.  The  students  were  ready  and 
able  to  learn  how  to  read  and  write  in  French. 

The  Elementary  staff  met  and  discussed  many  issues.  We 
researched  bilingual/biliterate  education  from  across 
Canada  and  Quebec,  and  we  interviewed  educators 
involved  in  second-language  acquisition,  who  clarified  our 
understanding  of  second-language  learning  and  the  many 
ways  it  can  be  accomplished. 

With  the  research  in  hand,  we  began  the  task  of 
synthesizing  the  information  and  applying  it  to  the 
philosophical  and  educational  goals  and  mission  of  Selwyn 
House.  The  realignment  (or,  as  it  is  has  been  referred  to,  the 
"flip")  of  our  Bilingual/Biliterate  Programme  from  Band  C 
(Grades  5  and  6)  to  Band  A  (K-2)  was  the  end  product  of 
our  deliberations. 

Our  primary  students  will  now  learn  how  to  read  and 
write  in  French.  Our  early  immersion  programme  builds 
upon  the  belief  that  young  children  acquire  a  second 
language  with  ease  if  it  is  learned  naturally  and  with  a 
positive   attitude    in    a    setting   that    requires    the    active 


Bilingual/Biliterate  programme  is  to  increase  the  ability  of 
our  students  to  express  themselves  well,  and  to  enjoy, 
analyze  and  write  about  the  different  forms  of  literature. 
Spelling,  grammar  and  punctuation  skills  are  taught  and 
practised  through  daily  writing.  Opportunities  for  public 
speaking,  drama,  and  essay  competitions  occur  during  each 
year. 

Since  1994,  we  have  also  been  making  a  gradual  change 
to  our  math  programme.  The  students  come  to  understand 
the  math  concepts  through  experience,  through  their 
manipulation  of  materials,  and  through  engagement  in 
problem  solving.  Language  also  figures  largely  in  this 
programme,  and  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  appropriate  to 
teach  math  in  English  throughout  the  Elementary  School. 

The  language  skill  of  students  also  depends  on  factors 
outside  the  schoolroom.  All  of  our  educational  experts 
agreed,  and  emphasized  that  second-language  instruction 
needs  to  be  enhanced  by  authentic  experiences.  Field  trips, 
student  exchanges,  and  cultural  activities  are  important 
elements  that  will  provide  these  opportunities. 

The  fine-tuning  of  the  programme  is  not  complete.  We 
will  monitor  and  assess  the  students  as  they  progress 
through  the  Elementary  School.  We  will  continue  to  focus 
on  the  core  subjects  of  English,  math  and  French  and  enrich 
our  curriculum  with  science,  music,  art,  and  physical 
education.  We  will  explore  authentic  opportunities  for 
language  development  and  reflect  on  effective  teaching 
practices.  Homeroom  teachers,  subject  specialists,  and 
administrators  will  work  together  to  build  an  enriching 
Elementary  School  experience.  It  is  an  exciting  time  ahead. 
We  move  forward  with  enthusiasm  and  eagerness.

The  sunny  days  of  summer  were  extended  into  the  first  days  of 
school  as  our  Grade  7  and  8  students  embarked  on  the  annual  trip 
to  Round  Hearth,  an  outdoor-education  center  in  the  Eastern 
Townships.

The  boys  were  academically  and 
socially  engaged  on  the  first  day  of  school  and  the  atmosphere  was 
cheerful  and  relaxed. 

An  evening  movie,  a  rousing  game  of  flashlight  tag,  and  juice  and 
cookies  brought  the  evening  to  an  end.  By  the  dim  light  in  their  six-bunk 
rooms,  the  boys  shared  tall  tales  of  summer  and  recapped  the  events  of 
the  day.  As  Ryan  MacLean  in  7A  recalled,  "I  got  to  know  a  lot  of 
friends... It  was  a  good,  easy  start  to  the  new  school  year."  When  asked 
about  the  planned  events,  he  felt  they  were  "well  organized."  His 
sentiments  were  echoed  by  many  of  his  classmates;  clearly  the  goals  of  the 
Middle  School  stall  were  being  met.  To  help  the  boys  build  positive  and 
lasting  relationships  with  their  peers  and  their  teachers  has  always  been 
the  Middle  School's  priority  for  those  first  days  of  school.

First,  thev  put  us  in  wetsuits. Tight,  itchy, 
restricting  wetsuits.  The  worst  part  were 
the  Httle  booties,  which  sHpped  on 
easily,  came  off  in  the  water  (total  number  of 
lost  booties:  84),  but  were  nearly  impossible 
to  remove  after\vard.  Then,  they  sent  us 
down  some  rapids.  By  the  time  it  was  my 
group's  turn  to  go,  it  was  already  getting  dark. 
I  didn't  have  my  glasses.  I  was  scared.  Despite 
the  trauma,  however,  I  enjoyed  myself 
immensely — or  at  least  was  grateful  to  have 
survived. 

Over  three  days  on  the  Rouge  River,  our 
class  participated  in  rock  climbing,  horseback 
riding,  mountain  biking,  whitewater  rafting, 
kayaking,  and  yakking.  (Until  our  trip,  I 
honestly  thought  this  meant  riding  a  yak, 
which  I  understood  were  found  only  in 
Nepal.) 

Yakking  turned  out  to  be  the  top  sport  on  my  list, 
although  it,  too,  was  scary  at  first.  It  involved  negotiating 
the  rapids  in  a  two-man  inflatable  kayak  that  looks  like  a 
giant  blue  rubber  duckie.  I  wiped  out  twice,  which,  in  spite 
of  what  others  will  tell  you,  is  the  best  part.  It  was  at  least  as 
much  fun  as  it  was  terrifying.  For  the  record,  this  was  my 
favourite  part  of  the  weekend. 

Afterward,  my  group  participated  in  kayaking, 
horseback  riding,  rock  climbing  and  mountain  biking.  I 
refuse  to  discuss  the  mountain  biking,  which  did  not  agree 
with  me  one  bit.  My  group  members  would  also  be  unable 
to  provide  any  information  about  my  ride,  because  I  was 
always  so  far  behind  that  nobody  even  realized  I  was  there. 

The  kayaking  was  probably  one  of  the  more  frightening 
things  I  participated  in  that  weekend.  When  you  tip  a  kayak 
over  and  you  find  yourself  hanging  upside  down  under 
water,  there  are  two  things  you  can  do.  You  can  perform  a 
"wet  exit,"  which  involves  removing  the  skirt,  scrambling 
out  of  the  kayak  and  swimming  to  the  surface.  Or,  you  can 
tap  on  the  bottom  of  the  kayak  (which  is  now  above  you) 
until  a  friend  arrives  and  lets  you  use  his  kayak  to  push 
yourself  upright  again.  If  you  have  never  been  upside-down 
in  a  kayak  before,  waiting  for  a  friend  to  come,  you  can't 
know  how  scary  it  can  be.  Again,  lots  of  fun,  nonetheless. 

The  horseback  riding  was,  for  me,  almost  unreal.  I  had 
never  gone  riding  before,  and  the  strangest  part  was 
realizing  my  horse,  "Magic,"  did  not  care  one  bit  what  I 
wanted  her/him  to  do.  When  the  horse  in  front  galloped, 
we  did  too.  When  the  horse  in  front  stopped,  its  behaviour 
was  emulated  perfectly.  And,  when  I  wanted  to  move  along

but  Magic  wanted  to  stay  and  sample  the  foliage,  we  stayed 
until  Magic  had  eaten  half  the  forest.  By  this  time,  the  horse 
in  front  of  us  had  gotten  so  far  ahead  that  Magic  had  to 
gallop  to  catch  up.  I  thought  I  would  surely  fall  off,  or  at 
least  end  up  with  some  serious  posterior  bruising. 

In  the  midst  of  all  this  adventure,  however,  the  highlight 
of  the  weekend  was  not  any  of  the  activities,  but  was  (at  the 
risk  of  sounding  mawkish)  the  time  spent  with  friends  and 
teachers.  As  we  agreed  after  the  trip,  we  very  rarely  get  to  do 
things  as  a  class,  and  this  was  a  unique  opportunity  to  spend 
time  with  our  friends  and  get  to  know  them  better.

Vast  stretches  of  farmland, 
fanfares,  fast  food  and  good 
company — these  were  a  few  of 
our  "favourite  things"  on  the  Grade  10 
trip  to  Stratford,  September  6-8. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  we  stayed 
in  London,  about  a  40-minute  drive 
from  the  Festival.  Our  hotel,  the 
StationPark  Inn,  was  first-rate — a  good 
thing,  given  the  discomfort  of  driving 
eight  hours  to  get  there!  The  boys  had 
been  roomed  in  fours.  Once  in 
uniform,  we  gathered  as  a  full  class  at 
T.J.  Baxter's,  something  of  a  Western 
hangout.  My  fellow  chaperones,  Kathi 
Biggs  and  Lynn  Mastellotto,  and  I 
were  cheered  to  hear  from  our  waiters 
that  they  had  seldom  served  a  more 
polite  group. 

Our  opening  performance.  The 
Sound  of  Music,  proved  to  be  the 
people's  choice,  I  think.  Cynthia  Dale, 
the  erstwhile  star  oi  Street  Legal,  played 


the  role  of  Maria  with  infectious 
enthusiasm,  touching  even  those  of  us 
who'd  seen  the  movie  of  the  play  since 
childhood.  The  sets  ranged  from  the 
monastery  (where  the  Sister  Abbess's 
rendition  of  "Climb  every  Mountain" 
brought  the  crowd  to  its  feet)  to 
Captain  Von  Trapp's  mansion,  sparely 
conveying  the  lie  for  three  hours  that 
we  were  all  Austrians.  At  intermission, 
I  overheard  a  student  phoning  his 
mother  to  praise  the  singing.  Once 
again,  the  group's  behaviour  was 
exemplary. 

We  left:  the  boys  to  eat  breakfast 
and  lunch  alone  the  next  morning, 
leaving  for  Stratford  again  at  one 
o'clock  to  see  Shakespeare's  comedy 
Twelfth  Night.  To  be  honest,  the  boys 
found  the  humour  of  this  play 
confusing,  as  characters  cross-dressed, 
exchanged  roles,  and  traded  witticisms 
beyond  the  boys'  ken.  That  said,  they 


liked   Sir  Toby   Belch   for  his   rakish 
swagger  and  timeless  vulgarity. 

Our  last  performance  again  caught 
the  boys'  attention.  The  Merchant  of 
Venice  was  taught  at  Selwyn  House 
when  I  first  arrived  some  18  years  ago, 
but  Geoff  Dowd,  Byron  Harker  and  I 
chose  to  drop  the  play  because  of  its 
anti-Semitism.  This  impression  of  the 
play  was  confirmed  during  this 
performance.  That  the  play  generated 
discussion,  however,  might  be  all  that 
Shakespeare  intended.  Certainly, 
Shylock's  mistreatment  by  the  play's 
Christians  struck  some  of  the  boys  as 
the  (im)moral  equivalent  of  his 
attempted  murder  of  Antonio. 

Viewed  in  their  original  form,  each 
of  these  plays  offers  a  welcome  relief 
from  the  Babel  of  sound-bites  that  too 
often  passes  for  civic  discourse.  Even  a 
little  of  that  antidote  is  worth  the  drive 
to  Stratford. 
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Refugees  For  a  Day

On  Friday  September  21st,  the  Grade  9  class  went 
from  Cote  St.  Antoine  to  Kabul  when  we  became 
temporar)'  refugees  at  a  simulated  camp  set  up  at 
Montreal's  Old  Port  by  the  relief  organization  "Medecins 
Sans  Frontieres."  As  an  educational  exercise,  our  tour  guide 
showed  us  different  types  of  temporar)'  shelters  used  as 
housing  for  displaced  people  in  areas  of  disaster  or  war. 
Huts,  tents,  and  shacks  made  from  local  wood  or  bamboo 
can  last  for  about  six  months  and  hold  six  to  eight  people. 
These  primitive  accommodations,  a  few  cooking  pots  and  a 
sanitan'  plastic  water  tank  with  a  maximum  capacit}'  of  30 
litres  are  provided  by  MSF. 

We  were  shown  the  toilet  facilities  provided  at  refugee 
camps,  which  is  little  more  than  a  hole  in  the  ground  that 
would  be  covered  when  full. 

The  guide  then  brought  us  to  a  small  display  of  pictures 
drawn  by  refligee  kids  in  the  MSF  mental  health  program, 
a  new  program  created  to  help  children  cope  with  the  loss 
of  loved  ones  and/or  their  homes.  Next  to  one  of  these 
drawings  was  a  picture  of  a  boy  cr\'ing  over  a  small  wooden 
coffin  the  size  of  a  five-year-old  boy.  "I  was  thinking  about 
that  picture  all  day,"  says  Alexis  Youssef,  9B.  I  was 
particularly  dumbfounded  by  a  set  of  drawings  by  a  10- 
year-old  Yugoslavian  child.  The  first  was  of  his  peaceful 
town,  the  next  was  of  his  town  filled 
with  military  tanks  and  helicopters. 

Continuing  our  visit,  we  were 
offered  a  taste  of  the  cookies  given  to 
refugees  to  provide  basic  daily 
nutrition.  We  then  went  to  the  health 
centre  where  we  were  shown  the 
instruments  used  by  MSF  doctors. 

At  the  close  of  our  visit,  we  were 
shown  land  mines  that  have  maimed  or 
killed  many  innocent  people  in  Africa 
and  Asia.  Apparently,  in  some  areas, 
these  mines  can  be  purchased  for  onK' 
S2. 

This  school  trip  had  a  great  impact 
on  us  because  we  realized  that  there  are 
refugees  in  distress  all  over  the  world. 
This  is  a  sobering  thought,  and  a  far 
cry  from  our  own  sheltered  lives.

My  tour  guide  had  worked  in  several  refugee  camps  in 
Pakistan  and  Afghanistan,  and  was  able  to  share  with  us 
many  of  his  fascinating  experiences. 

Our  guide  vividly  described  the  many  conditions  under 
which  refugees  live.  The  mobile  shelters  that  they  sleep  in 
were  small  and  cramped;  however,  up  to  10  people  could 
sleep  in  them.  The  guides  showed  us  some  very  basic 
utensils  and  items  that  were  handmade  at  the  refugee  camp.

such  as  rubber-tire  shoes,  various  pots,  and  even  toys  for 
their  youngsters.  We  were  shown  how  we  take  for  granted 
such  basic  necessities  of  life  as  food  and  water.  Many 
refugees  wouldn't  have  enough  water  for  cooking  and 
drinking,  let  alone  bathing.  The  rations  of  food  would 
usually  consist  of  a  large  processed  biscuit,  which  would  not 
have  much  more  than  the  basic  calories  that  one  would  need 
in  a  day.  In  addition  to  the  biscuit,  if  the  refugees  were 
lucky,  they  would  be  given  a  small  loaf  of  bread  and  a  small 
bottle  of  protein  milk.  We  had  the  opportunity  to  sample 
the  biscuit  and,  believe  me,  I  would  not  enjoy  eating  it  on  a 
daily  basis. 

The  tour  guides  showed  us  what  kind  of  health  services 
and  sanitation  they  have  at  the  refugee  camps,  the  types  of

diseases  that  occur  in  most  camps,  and  the  different  kinds 
of  vaccines  available. 

We  were  horrified  to  see  pictures  of  children  of  our  age 
who  didn't  have  proper  nutrition  and  were  dying,  playing 
amongst  the  land  mines.  It  brought  home  the  point  that  not 
only  adults  inhabit  these  refugee  camps. 

The  trip  opened  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  we  are 
extremely  lucky  to  live  in  a  western  society  with  three  meals 
a  day,  proper  sanitation  and  clothing,  and  the  luxury  of 
running  water.  I  realized  that  I  had  taken  for  granted  so 
many  things  that  seemed  a  right,  not  a  privilege. 

On  behalf  of  the  entire  Grade  9  class,  I  would  like  to 
thank  Mr.  Wearing  and  the  teachers  who  accompanied  us 
on  this  field  trip.  This  inspirational  experience  will  not  soon 
be  forgotten.

Web  Quests,  Kidspiratioriy  and  SMART

Selwyn  House  is  committed  to  providing  the  best 
technological  resources  to  our  students.  Over  the 
summer,  the  north  computer  lab  was  upgraded  with 
24  new  IBM  950  Mhz  desktop  computers.  We  also 
acquired  two  new  laptop  carts  holding  22  new  IBM 
ThinkPads  each.  These  laptops  use  battery  power  in  the 
classroom  along  with  a  wireless  hub  that  connects  them  to 
our  network  and  the  Internet.  These  carts  are  stored  on  the 
second  and  third  floors  of  the  Lucas  Building,  and  on  the 
bottom  floor  of  the  Macaulay  Building,  allowing  easy 
access  for  almost  every  class  in  the  school. 
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Hardware  acquisitions  are  only  part  of  the  story. 
Teachers  are  using  these  resources  in  a  variet)'  of  creative 
ways  to  support  their  curriculum  and  to  provide  more 
access  to  information  and  computer-based  activities  in  their 
classrooms.  One  computer-based  learning  approach  that  we 
are  emphasizing  this  year  is  the  development  of  WebQuests. 
WebQuests 

A  number  of  teachers  throughout  the  School  are  taking 
the  time  to  design  and  create  WebQuest  activities  for  their 
classes.  A  WebQuest  is  an  inquiry-based  learning  activity  in 
which  most  or  all  of  the  information  used  by  students  is 
drawn  from  the  Web.  WebQuests  are  designed  to  use 
learners'  time  well,  to  focus  on  using  information  rather 
than  looking  for  it,  and  to  support  learners'  analysis, 
synthesis  and  evaluation  of  information  (Dodge,  1995). 
Teachers  have  been  attending  workshops  offered  here  at 
Selwyn  House  and  elsewhere  to  discuss  how  WebQuests  can 
facilitate    higher-order    thinking   skills    in   students    and 


encourage  them  to  apply  and  use  new  knowledge. 
WebQuests  are  often  designed  to  support  cooperative 
learning,  where  students  must  work  as  a  team.  The  end 
product  of  a  WebQuest  may  not  be  a  computer-based 
creation.  Some  WebQuests  have  students  building  bridges, 
designing  houses,  producing  plays,  or  building  catapults. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  we  hope  to  post  these  WebQuests 
on  the  Selwyn  House  School  Web  site  (www.selwyn.ca). 
Inspiration/Kidspiration 
Another  focus  for  technolog}'  integration  this  year  is  the 
use  of  software  called  Inspiration  and  its  companion 
package  for  younger  students,  Kidspiration. 
Inspiration  and  Kidspiration  are  concept- 
mapping  software  that  lets  students  visually 
organize  their  thoughts  and  understanding 
of  a  unit  of  work  by  seeing  how  facts  and 
ideas  fit  together.  These  "webs"  of 
information  can  help  clarify  concepts  for 
students,  allow  teachers  to  see  if  students 
have  any  misconceptions,  provide  a 
framework  for  integrating  new  knowledge, 
or  reinforce  their  understanding  of  the 
relationships  between  concepts. 

One  Kidspiration  web  completed  by  a 
Grade  4  student  was  used  to  analyze  the 
idea  of  a  giant,  the  central  figure  in  a  story 
they  were  reading.  Another  Inspiration  web 
was  completed  for  Mr.  Phillips'  science 
course  to  summarize  a  unit  on  waves. 
SMART 
One  more  technology  project  being 
developed  this  year  is  the  SMART  system. 
The  Selwyn  Marks  Attendance  Report  Tracking  system  is 
being  designed  in-house  by  Scott  Morrison.  This  database 
will  act  as  a  grade  book  for  teachers  and  allow  them  to 
publish  student  grades  to  a  private,  secure  Web  site  for  each 
student.  Parents  will  be  given  access  codes  to  these  Web 
sites  so  that  they  can  check  their  son's  progress  at  any  time 
from  their  home  or  office.  Students  will  also  be  able  to 
track  their  progress  and  gather  class  notes  from  these  Web 
sites.  Other  features  for  students  include  access  to  the  test 
calendar,  lunch  menus,  and  their  class  schedule. 

The    accompanying   screen    display    shows    a   sample 

SMART  Web  Page  that  a  student  will  see  when  he  logs  in. 

Not  all  teachers  are  participating  in  the  SMART  pilot. 

Check  with  your  son's  teachers  to  see  if  they  are  using  the 

Web  publishing  features  of  SMART. 

These  innovations  will  help  our  students  in  all  subjects, 
and  facilitate  communication  among  students,  teachers 
and  parents.
